Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims as amended raise new issues that requires further search and consideration. See item # 1 1 below. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as amended does not overcome the 
rejection 102/103 on record. Applicants argue that steps c) and d) of claim 10 are mandatory and not optional. It has been clearly illustrated 
in the rejection that the structure (the tubing) beyond the micromixre in figure 3 of Spimans represents the delay structure wherein reaction 
mixture is retained before it enters the mass spectrometer. Since the tubing is of a particular length, the reaction mixture is retained in the 
delay struture for a predetermined time that depends on the volume of the delay structure (volume of the tubing connected to the 
micromixer). Hence the mandatory steps c) and d) are present in the cited reference of Spikmann. With regards, to instant claim 1 1 
applicants argue that claim 11 further limits the claim 10 in which the 'reaction mixture pumped in circulation in a circuit in the delay 
structure and a second micro-mixer is inserted into the circuit". It should be noted that the reference to the 'circuit' in claim 1 1 lacks 
antecedent basis in the base claim 10 and hence claim 11 does not further limit the invention recited in claim 11. With regards to argument 
about that " Applicants respectfully point out that 37 CFR § 1.75(c) nowhere requires that a dependent claim limit the limitations recited in a 
claim from which it depends. Instead, 37 CFR § 1.75(c) only requires that a dependent claim "further [limit] another claim." It should be 
noted the section from the 35 CFR 1 .75 (c ) states that " One or more claims may be presented in dependent form, referring back to and 
further limiting another claim or claims in the same application". It clearly states that the dependent claims 'refer back' to the claims from 
which depends from for further limiting the base claim and it is not just "another claim". . 
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
